6m Tha iBcemlng message appears to be aimed at getting the AIB 
to give up some Information or assets/ For. .example, & are requesting to 
cossxinlcate through some other means. In; our outgoing ve -will safest he 
give us a different address to send our mil to. The agent also complains 
that he has to use developer^ three times as strong to develop© his S/W. 

At this rate he will use up his developer three times as fast sis he; 
normally vould have been expected to. At this speeded up rate ve can 
still send him twelve more messages. If we continue to correspond iktb 
this agent and find he, has used up his developer pills, ve’ plan to tell 
his to use scorch (in which he was trained) to develope. For the present 
we are reminding his about the technique he should use. His commentary on 
our overt texts ,is \pozrllng since his mother (ln Hvedcn) vrites them for 
us. Presumably iks mctLer would not write about non -existent persons sad 
facta.. One possible solution is that although, the agent finds himself 
under control he i s trying to toll us not to write, about real people 
since the HIS Is heaping track of these people and plans to take seme 
sort of action against them. ' Ve are going to take advantage of this situation 
to ask him to furnish nswas of friendsjof his fCbout whom ve can write. 

His opening statement concerning cur "empty words’- might presage surfacing 
since this sort of direct criticism has happened^ la the past with other 
agents just: prior to surfacing. Ctace again Aldona appears. In our outgoing 
'letter ve will Inform the agent that ve recently. have learned that she Is 
no longer a threat his safety. Another device used In this letter to get . 
same AIB asset or information is the gimmick of asking for a way to get 
out If the situation should . become critical . . We are planning to^ give him--- 
" a why 1 to get out . Concerning the vide spread anti -air training r which he 
mentions, ve feel that the HIS Is trying to push this requirement down our 
throats. We will play this down. Concerning the railroad station construction 
ve feel that Rsklng any questions along this line would only Indicate to 
the £18 that we are testing the agent. It is anyone's guess as to why the 
construction In the fenced area is being reported on, and he is being 
requested to report on this only whan he Is aware of what is going on there. 
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7. Our message to the agent is being written with the following .

a. To keep the H18 interested enough In the case that they - 
do not fiurface .lt. f Additionally ve wish the BIS, to think that we still have 
faith and trust the agent.

8. There la probably very little ve can do to pr ev e nt the 
HIS surfacing the agent whenever they wish to. If however; they ere somewhat 
undecided, ve might provide some impetus to the thought that they might still 
gain something from running the case. Although this ‘case is being run ac a 
C2 case, ve are. not changing our : techniques in including requirements since 
to do so would tip our hand to the Soviets; *

10. An extra cover letter is being sent TBS for their analysis* . They 
will try to determine whether or not it is necessary to use three tablets to 
develops their writing. They hove already told us that these tablets do 
not deteriorate with age* They will also tell us whether we should us a 
different grade of paper. 



11. Concerning long range plans. It . has been decided to terminate ■ 
this case. Depending on what the agent includes In his next letter* we plan 
to inform bin that he should take a rest. We will provide him with bona 
fldes and a meeting place and reactivate him at some future date. 

12. Despite the agent’s request for assistance in setting up an 
emergency escape method, we do, not wish to give him any plan of escape ve 
do not Intend to carry out. To do so would be to tempt the BIS to call our 
bluff after which it would be extremely difficult for us to terminate bin 

In such a way as to minimise the Servlet propaganda advantage in surfacing him. 
Bonce we suggest that he escape the same way that he did successfully twice 
before. - 1 ~
